Compared to Conditions in 
Korea, Japan Is Just Like 
Heaven, Boyle Writes Wife 


(Editor's note; Hal Boyle is ' 


back in Korea. He .wrote this 
column, In the form of a letter 
to his wife, in Tokyo before 
returning to the battlefronts.) 


By HAL BOYLE 
A letter to Frances: 
Well, honey Fanny, as the boys 


in the army say "I got it made." 
I'm here D a r n e d if 
I 
ever 


thought coming to 
Tokyo would 


be a thrill, but right now I would 
almost be willing to vote Japan in 
as the 49th state- 


Returning here after more than 


six weeks in Korea is like 
step- 


ping from a smelly, muddy ditch 
into a banquet room at the Wal- 
dorf. 


No fleas in my bed, no 
nasty 


war noises overhead, and steak 
instead of pork luncheon meat for 
dinner. This isn't 
Japan. 
It is 
really heaven. 


I hitch-hiked over 
with' Don 


Whitehead. What should be wait- 
ing on the Korean airport as we 
drove up 
but 
General 
MacAr- 


thur's own private 
four 
engine 


plane—the famous "Bataan." 


Doug wasn't aboard himself, 


but one of his one-star lads was. 
He saw us pawing our feet bash- 
rully in the dust and allowed 
as 


low he would take us to Tokyo 
if we wanted to go and 
didn't 


mind riding in a beat up old five- 
star plane. 


And figuring we might wait 
a 


long time until a 
six-star 
gen- 
eral's plane came along with a 
better offer, we bowed to destiny 
and said yes. 


The ride was a real threat. The 


Brigadier general — a nice father- 
ly man named Wright — pointed 
Out a volcano to us and had one 
of the crewmen bring us a 
box 


lunch. We stretched out on seats 
that must have been warmed at 
one time or another by Doug him- 
self and kept murmuring between 
mouthfuls: 


'It only costs a little more to 


travel first class." 


Like ail those who return from 


a battle area to so-called civiliza- 
tion we wer efu llo fselt pity and 
felt alone appreciated the full hor- 
ror of war. But as we stpped off 
the plane at a field near Tokyo 
an air force captain climbed out 
of his car and kissed his 
wife 
goodbye. 


She drove away with her chin 


up and tears streaming down her 
checks, and suddenly I was hum- 
lied 
with 
the 
knowledge that 


th^re was more to war 
than I 


would ever know. For tb e first 
time I r e a l l y understood 
the 


meaning of a line from a Milton 
sonnet I studied long ago: 


"They also serve who 
o n l y 


stand and wait." 


And that reminds me: I thought 


you said in 1946 that if there was 
another war you would go off and 
enjoy it and I could stay 
home 


and bribe the butcher. Then what 
am I doing here; oh well, 
just 


lucky I guess. 


We felt lonesome and out .of 


place here ror the first couple of 
days. We hung out at the 
press 


club and swapped shop talk about 
the war with other correspondents 
back from the front. Wasn't that 
silly? To waste our previous leave 
talking about death in Korea — 
with lUe all around us here to en- 
joy. 


But the third 
day 
back 
the 


strangeness wore away and .we 
began to savor again the luxury 
of the push button way of living. 
The first thing we did was 
go 


shopping. That is 
one of 
the 


things you miss most on the bat- 
tle front — you can't go out and 
spend money. 


So we satisfied 
our pent-up 


buying hunger by frittering away 
our yen on all sorts of useless 
things. . 


I agreed to go with Whitehead 


only on condition that he 
walk 


two paces behind me and not to 
speak to me while anyone was 
looking as he had a Korean hair- 
cut that made him look like 
a 


country cousin mangled by sheep 
shears. 


At the end of the day as we 


leaned bacK into a cab with our 
arms full of bundles 
Don said 


warily like a 
middle-aged lady 


coming home from a department 
store sale: 


"Bawl"—you know that Ken- 


tucky hillbilly never 
could pro- 


nounce Boyle — "Bawl, Chopping 
just wears me down." 


"Mrs. Whitehead." I said, 
"it 


sure does get a body in the legs 
at that." 


I told this story at the 
press 


club and now everybody calls 
poor Don "Mrs. Whitehead" and 
"Grandma." But I don't think I 
could take this war without old 
sturdy "Grandma." He js 
still 


the same old patient 
tower of 


kindness and strength. 


When I started this letter I 


meant to tell you 
about unex- 


pectedly taking a bath with some 
strange Japanese ladies, 
but I 


will write you about that later. It 
is just an old custom here any- 
way and 
doesn't 
mean 
much. 


Meanwhile, keep that candle in 
the window for me.

British to Send 
5,500 Troops 
to Korea 


London, Sept. 15 —(*)—The Brit- 


ish government plans on some 5,500 
tomies being in action hi Korea 
soon, with 150,000 trained troops 
available next year for any Euro- 
pean emergency. 


The house of commons last night 


approved thesfe and other military 
preparations by the Labor govern- 
ment after a three-day debate on 
cabinet defense policy. 


Defense Minister Emanuel Shin 


well disclosed that about 4.000 
more soldiers — a brigade group 
—will be enroute to Korea "before 
many weeks have . passed." Two 
British battalions already are in 
Korea, along with British 
fleet 


Units. 


Referring to Western 
European 


defense preparations, Shinwell said 
Britain will be able to provide 10 
divisions within a year. These 
would consist 
of territorials — 


Britain's parallel of the American 
national guard..

.Britain's regular army now con 
sists of 184,000 troops.

That letter was delivered

terday, to 'the home of six-year-old 
Rose Marie McCormick and 
her 
sister, Joan, three. 


Three days ago, their 
mother 
las notified that Pfc. John 
J. 


McCormick, 28, paratrooper vet- 
eran of World War Two and in- 
fantryman in Korea, 
had 
been 
killed in action. 


This is what Private McCormick 


wrote to "Dean Joannie and Rose 
Marie:" 


"This is daddy. I want you to 


listen and pay attention w h i l e 
-nommie reads this to you. Just 
:ry and make believe I was there, 
talking to you. 


"Joannie, I don't think 
you'll 


remember me because you were 
a little baby when I had to go 
away, but 1 used to sit and hold 
you a }ot, and when you were a 
bad little girl, I used to make you 
sit in a chair 
until 
you 
were 


ood; but I always loved you a 
ot and I was very proud of you. 


'Rose Marie, you 
should re- 


nember me because I used to 
ake you out with me a" lot, and 
I used to buy you a lot of candy 
and sodas, and I used to feel so 
food when people used to say you 
tad eyes like mine. 
Remember 


he little puppy i 
bought you? 


mummy used to tie a little 


pink ribbon around its neck and 
'ou used to carry 
it 
m your 


arms. You looked awfully cut. 


"I want you both to know that 
'd be with you if I could, but 
here are a lot of bad men in the 
world, and if they were allowed 
o do what they wanted to do, Ut- 
le girls like you wouldn't be al- 
owed to go to church • on Sunday 
or be able to go to the school you 
wanted to.

Weather Is 
Factor on 
Meat Prices 


Washington, Sept, 14 


weather is threatening to keep 
lot of beef away from b u t c h e r 
shops this fall and winter — and 
to hold meat prices higher than 
they otherwise might be. 


The midwestern corn belt 
has 


stayed cool and wet — prevent- 
ing p r o p e r development 
and 


ripening of 
corn 
before 
killing 


frosts arrive. 


Faced with the prospect that a 


large quantity of corn may- not 
harden 
properly 
before 
frost, 


many farmers are rushing out to 
buy cattle to feed the propective 
"soft" corn to. In doing so, they 
are competing with 
slaughterers 


for cattle which otherwise would 
be killed now. 
• 


"Soft" corn cannot be 
stored 


for long and cannot be sold, ex- 
cept at a sharp price 
discount. 


Neither is it eligible fof govern 
mcnt price-support loans. 


Consequently, about 
the 
only 


way a farmer can get anything 
out of this imrhatuce corn is 
to 


feed it as soon fes possible to meat 
animals, and hope that the even- 
tual return from the livestock will 
give him something fof life grain. 


Corn needs hot weathet during 


August and S.epteni)>et?tq 'make it 
ripen and mature "so that it can 
be stored for long 
and, normal 


livestock feeding operations. 
But 


weather in the' midwest 
during 


the past six weeks has been eb- 
normally cold and, we.t. 


As a consequence, much °f the 


grain may not mature fully be 
fore killing frosts arrive. 


The demand for cattle for grain 


feeding in the corn belt has been 
very strong during the past week 
or so. Heavy 
buying 
of cattle 


from western ranges •—- both 
by 


packers to meet consumer 
needs 


and by farmers for feeding — has 
sent prices to record levels 
for 


ihe year. 


This diversion of 
cattle 
from 


slaughter pens may 
mean 
less 


beef in the months 
immediately 


ahead, but it will mean a 
larger 


tonnage next year than otherwise 
would be the case.

Pact Council

New York, Sept. 15 —(£>)— Deci- 


sions that will revolutionize the 
defenses of the West against possi- 
ble Russian aggression are expect- 
ed to be taken by the North At- 
lantic Treaty council which opens 
a two-day meeting here today.

foreign ministers of the 


United States, Britain and France,
